A POOR TIME TO STRIKE. 


The labor delegates to the packing house wage 
parley set for next Monday in Washington will 
carry with them authorization of ten international 
unions of stockyards workers to call a genera] 
strike. Such authorization arms the labor dele- 
gates with something stronger than abstract argu- 
ment for the debate in which they will meet the 
employers under the direction of Secretary of Labor 
Davis. It makes the issue clear. 


On the one side the packers have established the 


wages. On the other side the workers have set up 
their demand for no such reduction without arbi- 
tration, and have voted overwhelmingly to enforce 
their demands by a strike if necessary. 

The almost unanimous strike authorization by 
the workers in Chicago, St. Paul, Omaha, Kansas 
City, and other packing centers is in no sense an 
argument either for arbitration or for a mainte- 
nance of wages. It is merely an alternative to di- 
rect submission to the packers’ stand. It says in 
effect, not that the workers demand the best pay 
and working conditions compatible with the condi- 
tion of the industry but the best pay and working 
conditions they can wring from the industry. It 
is so powerful a weapon that it is likely to appear 
to those in whose hands it Is placed as the most 
practical tool with which to attain their ends. 
Therein lies danger. 


It would be folly for any group of workers arbi- 
trarily to seek wages for themselves without regard 
to the income or profits of the organization by 
which they are employed. The pay roll is not 
plucked from the blue sky. It comes from the 
successful conduct of the business.

The pertinent question is whether the high cost 
is natural or artificial. If the cost, even if high, is 
fair, the state can afford to build rather than to 
lose time. If the costs are kept high by other than 
just causes the state need not submit to it. There 
must be enough inventiveness in the state admin- 
istration to escape from extortion. A bad road is 
the most expensive road the state can have. The 
farmer hauling his 60 cent corn may not directly 
realize it, but it is.

Science Cannot Aid in Determining | | 


Guy Stillman 


| ‘The story goes that the paternity of 
Guy Stillman may be determined by 
certain scientific tests or that an ef- 
fort at such determination is to be 
made. The newspapers say that the 
question of paternity is alleged to be 
between James Stillman, a blonde, and 
a French Canadian, part Indian, who 
is of the brunette type. The question 
arises as to the possibility of employ- 
ing scientific tests to determine the 
paternity of Guy, a boy «28 months 
old 


miscroscopic examination of the blood 
might show characteristics peculiar to 
certain families, races, or species. It 
was proven a long time ago that there 
are no miscroscopic appearances or 
measurements which distinguish the 
blood of man from that of other warm 
blooded animals. About twenty years 
ago it was discovered that when a rab- 
bit was injected with human blood its 
blood reacted thereafter to human 
blood. This test is used to distinguish 
human blood from the blood of lower 
animals. It will not distinguish hu- 
man blood’ from that of the higher 
monkeys. 

We are still a long way from any- 
thing that would help in this case. The 
| most recent discoveries grew out of 


blood of certain healthy people does 
not agree with certain other people. It. 
is a time consuming process to make 
these tests every time a transfusion 


is proposed and transfusion is fre | 


quently an emergency proposition. | 
Experiments seem to show that from 
this standpoint all people belong in 
four groups or types. Any person 
‘needing transfusion can be injected 
with safety with the blood of any 
healthy person belonging to the same 
type or group. This typing was done 
by certain blood tests. 

It would not be difficult to prove 
that Guy belongs or does not belong 
in the same. group with James Stil!- 
man, or with the French-Canadian,

that helps in this case? Suppose all 
three were shown to belong to the 
same group. . ; 

Suppose even Guy and Fred Beau- 
vais were found to belong to the sarne 
group, while James Stillman belonged 
to another group, would that prove 
anything? No, It occasionally hap- 
pens that the blood of a mother does 
not agree with her newly born babe 
and vice versa. They belong in differ- 
ent groups. In fact In one investiga- 
tion it was found that 33 per cent of 
children belonged in groups different 
from those of the mothers. 


Several times it has been found that 
in a family of brothers and sisters 
there were representatives of different 
groups. In one.family of six full sis- 
ters all four groups were represented. 
The child may change its group as 
it grows older. The peculiar biological 
quality which determines this group- 
ing is not well developed as a rule 
in newly born babies. Therefore, as 
a rule it is safe to transfuse a baby 
with mother’s blood. It is not until 
the child is 4 years 6ld that the qual- 
ity is fully acquired. | 3 

It is plain that none of this series 
of tests will help in the Guy Stillman 
case. The Associated. Press a few 
weeks said that in a similar case 
in San Francisco in which the con- 
testants for paternity were: both pre- 
sumably Caucasian full bloods, Dr. Ab- 
rams was said to have/ madd certain 
blood tests which served to convince 
the jury. No such tests are known

2. If one parent has dark hair and 
the other light half the children will 
have light hair, half will have brown 
hair. In other families al) children may 
eventually have brown hair. If both 


parents have brown hair about one-| 


fourth will have light hair. If both 
parents have curly hair 75 per cent of 
the children will have curly hair and 
25 per cent straight. 

Fair skin: 

1. When both parents are blondes 
91.4 per cent of the children will be 
blondes, 6.8 per cent intermediates and 
1.8 per cent brunettes. , 

2. If one parent is blonde and the 
other brunette about half the children 
on an average will.be blonde and the 
other half more pigmented, but rarely 
will a dark .one be darker than the 
darker parent. If both parents are 
dark the percentage of light childre 
varies from 0 to 25. . ; 

These rules are laws to offer more 
than the biological tests, but I do not 
see where they offer much help in this 
case. There is no sharp line in hair 
color. There is some pigment in light 
hair and there are all gradations in 
amount between dark and light hair: 
Red hair and glossy black hair are close 
kin, The hair becomes progressively 
darker from childhood on. 3 

Eye color is not a single simple ele- 
ment. A gray eye is a blue one in 
which a fair amount of yellow has been 
added. A brown eye is a blue eye plus 
a considerable amount of brown pig- 
ment. There are a multitude of shades 
dependent on the pigment that has 
been added. | 


While Davenport has attempted to re- 
duce these fheritance questions to a 
mathematical basis he admits excep- 
tions in every group. At best his laws 
are laws of averages applicable to 
groups and not to be taken as 
final evidence relating to any individ- 
ual. There are questions of atavism 
which cannot be lost sight of. 

A child will sometimes inherit its eye 
color, hair color, type of face or figure 
not from its parents or either of them, 
but from some grandparent or even 
farther back. I knew a full-blooded 
American who married an excellent 
woman who was one-half Chinese, one- 
quarter American, one-eighth Portu- 
guese and one-eighth Malay. Their 
child, three-eighths American and one- 
sixteenth Malay, was quite Malay in 
features and color, far more so than its 
mother. 

A certain prominent physician with a 
small strain of Indian in him was as 
Indian in appearance as a Cooper In- 
dian. Another prominent physician in 
the same city with more Indian in his 
stock had none of the appearance of an 
Indian. | 

I cannot see where the application of 
inheritance laws is going to help in 
this case. Even should it appear that 
Guy Stillman has the peculiar shades 
and features of the Indian and should 
it appear that none of Mrs. Stillman’s 
people had such peculiarities there 
would still remain room for doubt. The 
dominance of the racial peculiarities of 
Indians in hybrid individuals needs 
much more study than I know of be- 
fore it can be considered definitely 
enough éstablished for use in this case. 
In other words, I know of nothing in 
science that can help in establishing 
the paternity of Guy Stillman.

KE are now just entering the sea- 
son of rapid growth. Mallery- 
__Hansen, a Danish scientist, has 
shown that between the latter 
part of March and the first of August 
children grow with maximum rapidity. 
From the first of August to the last of 
November growth is almost at a stand- 
still. 
rate of growth is twice as great as it is 
during the summer period of pause. 
Using 2 as representing the rate of 
growth in summer-autumn, 4 expresses 
the rate for winter-spring, and 5 for the 
period between March and August. | 
This seasonal variation in growth is 
doubtless dependent in some measure on 
the food. It has been proved that the 
milk from cows fed on spring vegetation 
contains more of certain vitamines than 
milk at other seasons ; also that the milk 
of mothers eating fresh spring vegeta- 
bles is likewise richly endowed. If it 
is true of milk, why is it not true of other 
foods? Every mother should bear in 
mind that spring is the season of growth 
and do what she can to promote the 
physical well being of her children. 


This suggestion carries with it Teoelie 
corollaries. If mothers understood bet

much during the few months following 
the first of August they might be con- 
tent to feed less during hot weather.

SPRING WHEAT. | 
HERE are some spring wheat 
growers who fail to realize the 
importance of early seeding. 
Spring wheat should be sown as 
early as the farmer can get into the 
field with teams. i 

In most spring wheat sections the 
seeding is done in April because the 
growers are not able to get into the 
fields much earlier than that. This 


month for sowing spring wheat and 
delaying their seeding until then in 


the soil. 

On the contrary, spring wheat seed. 
ed early produces higher yields than 
late seeding. In fact, it is claimed, tha 
some of the best wheat ever grown ir 
the states bordering the lakes on the 
west side, particularly in the Lake Su. 
perior region, was sown during the 
last few days in March. 

Soil specialists have found that when 


less danger of “puddling” when the 
ground is cut up and seeded early than 
there is when the work is done later. 

Cutting the ground twice with a disc, 
harrowed with a spring tooth harrow 
and finally gone over with a smooth 
harrow will put the seed bed into ideal 
shape on the average soil if it is 
worked

As officials of the Chicago Tenants’ 


pared to carry their fight for the 
passage of the Kessinger bills direct to 
the state senators who are listed as 
“doubtful” or “uncertain,” the ten- 
ants won another important victory be- 
fore Judge Charles M. Foell in Supe- 
rior court. 

With -tenants occupying every avall- 
able seat in the courtreom, a bill for 
an injunction to restrain the displaying 
of placards in windows denouncing 
landlords as “rent hogs ahd prof- 
iteers” was withdrawn when the 
judge stated he did not have. the 
power to restrain free speech. : 
Petition for an injunction had been 
filed by Attorney Franciz B. Hinckley, 
representing Charlies Gobel, 5438 Uni- 
versity avenue, who recently raised the 
rent of five tenants from $62.50 to $86 
a month. The tenants, defendants in 
the petition, posted plecards in their 
windows denouncing the landlord and 
refusing to move on May 1. 

Holds Tenants Are Morally Wrong. 

The elation of the tenants was tem- 
pered when Judge Foell announced 
that morally they were wrong in ex- 
hibiting such placards, but that legally, 
in the absence of any similar cases in 
the past, he had no jurisdiction te re- 
strain them. 

Officials of the Chicago Tenants’ Pro- 
tective, association arranged to have 
committees call upon state senators 
residing in or near Chicago who are 
not favorable to the Kessinger Dills,. 
or whose attitude is doubted. 

“We plan to carry this fight direct 
to those senators,” said E. A. Potter, 
business manager of the association. 
“The legislature adjourned yesterday, 
and most of the senators are at their 
homes to remain over the week end. 
We hope to have committees see them 
at once.” 

Mr. Potter advised victims of profi- 
teering landlords to write to their sen- 
ator, stating the case. Another stack 
of complaints also is being prepared 
to be presented to the legislature when 
it reconvenes next Tuesday.
